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Sir: 

This is in response to the Office Action dated September 30, 2003 for which a one-month period for 
response was given making this response due on or before October 30, 2003. This response is also responsive 
to the Supplemental Office Action dated October 14, 2003. The Supplemental Office Action was provided by 
the Examiner as a result of an Interview held between the undersigned and the Examiner in which the 
undersigned identified certain inconsistencies in the original Office Action. The Applicant thanks the Examiner 
for the Interview and for the Supplemental Office Action correcting some of the inconsistencies, and hereby 
affirms the contents of the Interview Summary provided along with the Supplemental Office Action. 

The Examiner has found that at least claim 1 is generic and has identified the following distinct species 
of the claimed invention: 
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Species 1: Fig. 38a-38c 
Species 2: Fig. 39a-d 
Species 3: Fig. 40a-g 
Species 4: Fig. 41a 
Species 5: Fig. 41g-hc 
Species 1 1: Fig. 41 g 
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Applicants respectfiilly wish to point out that the identified figures in Species 5 appears to be 
typographically incorrect and the idenfification of Fig. 41g in Species 1 1 is duplicative of the figures identified 
for Species 5. For purposes of responding to this Office Action, the Applicant assumes that the figures of 
Species 5 should read "Fig. 41g-h" and that identificafion of Species 1 1 is incorrect. 

The Examiner has required that the Applicant elect a single species within each group. Applicants 
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hereby elect Species 2 (Figs. 39a-d) of Group I and identify claims 1-8 as reading on Species 2 of Group I. 
Applicants also respectfully assert that all of claims 1-8 are generic to all respective species identified. 

Applicants expressly reserve the right under 35 USC §121 to file a divisional application directed to the 
non-elected subject matter or any subject matter disclosed in this application during the pendency of this
